Annual School Report. 


We submit the following report of the condition of the schools 
in town during the past year. 

The whole number of children in town, as_ returned by the Se- 
lectmen is g2. Males 45; females 47. ‘The whole number of 
scholars that have attended our schools the past year, is 86 ; males 

- 40, females 46, of which 5 were less than 5, and 8 were over r5 
years of age. 

We know of no person in town, between the ages of 14 and 21 
who cannot read and write. 

Another year has passed, and we are pleased to say, that we 
have been very successful in obtaining good teachers for our 
schools. 

At the several visits made by us during the year, we found the 
teachers much interested and earnest in their school work and the 
pupils were progressing finely. In the closing examination papers, 

. much higher percentage was given, than we exp ected. 

Owing to the liberality of the town the scholars are using ‘free 
text books,” with which they are well supplied. ‘The benefits re- 

sulting from this system, no one can,deny. 

By closing the school at the North.§for the winter, the other 
three have been lengthened. ‘The greater part of the scholars 
at the North have attended at the Corner, the others were toa 
young to go to school anywhere during the winter.
